Bower we ha;l such a currency. \\e 
bad gold, silver and paper money, nil 
bearing the Jtamp and sanction of the 
United States, ol uii.|neBtioncd credit 
and of equal value, passing current not 
only within tho United MatcB, hut in 
all parts of tbe commercial worm. 


Now compare tho tivo atatementu: 


"Value is measured bylquantity," and 
gold, silver and paper money were of 
equal value." It is not, according to 
Mr. Sherman, the slump of the govern- 
ment that gave these various species of 
money their equal value, lor bo con- 
tends that the "enormous increase ol 
production of silverintboUnitcd States, 
Mexico and Australia has disturbed tins 
ratio," and on this contention be bases 
his entire argument that it is anadvisa- 
ble to restore the free coinage of silver. 
Note the logic, then: The ratio between 
different species of money cannot bo 
maintained if there is overproduction of 
either—during fourteen halcyon years a 
parity was maintained—therefore, the 
world's stock ol precious metals was ex- 
actly what it should he during those 
years. 


Now examine tho figures. 
During 


the fourteen years referred to-from 
1S78 to 18112—there was produced in the 
world, according to a reportof the direc- 
tor of the mint, of gold »1,624,130,000, 
of silver *1,7J7,5M,00!>. The difference 
in quantity is but *223,:181,000, a sum 
equal to tho wealth of about two of our 
richest multi-millionaire,!, and which 
would give but a little more man *3 
apiece if divided among tlio ciltons oi 
the United States. It wouldn't seem 
that this amount could reduce tho value 
of silver one-half, would it? But John 
Sherman, who is an "eminent financier," 
ia convinced that it did. 


Now look at some more figures. Dur- 


inz the greater part of the world's com- 
mercial history bimetallism has pre- 
vailed and both metals have been used 
as money at a ratio approximating W to 
1. Generally they were ot as equal 
value as during his fourteen halcyon 
years. It follows, il Mr. Sherman's 
logic is sound, that the world's pro- 
duction of the two metals has usually 
been about right—it is only recently 
that the Almighty has injured His chil- 
dren by giving them too much money. 
What, then, were the amounts with 
which our financiers experienced little 
or no trouble in maintaining a fixed 
ratio? From 1792 to 1848 the total nro- 
duction of gold in the world was $821,- 
026,000; the production ol silver during 
the same time was>l,051,217,000. Sole 
if you please, that the production of sil 
ver was more than two to one of gold 
But the nations of the world generally 
maintained the ratio of the two metal 
-without difficulty during that time. 


From 1849 to 1893 the world's produc 


tion of gold was of the value of $4,812,

refers to uiy "record," Iwiah to say that 
I resided in Freano for over four years 
and went in and out among thb best 
people tin-re. I leave it to them. I 
don't claim to have money, BO that 1 
could play any bluff game if I would by 
offering $.>00 for charitable or question- 
able purposes; but I do claim to try to 
do right irrespective of what others may 
Bay. 
My connection with the Sanders' case 


baa been open and above board from the 


Lawson'a statement that T offered my 


services to the prosecution is just aa 
reckless as his other statements. There 
is not one word of truth in it. 
If it had 


been true would not the- counsel for tha 
prosecution jumped at such an oppor- 
tunity of showing me up before tho 
jnryV T remember one day while the 
second Heath tiial was in nrogresa, one 
of tbe sheriff's deputies came to me and 
aaked if I would look at a piece of band- 
writing which he had and give my opin- 
ion as to ita genuineness. I answered 
that I would examine it, but did not see 
it. Several days after this 1 neked him 
to let me aee the paper referred to. He 
replied that he bad sent it away for ex- 
amination. 
I then made the remark 


that there waa no need o! sending auch 
papera away—that just as good men 
could be found in Fresno aa in any part 
of the state, and that it would be better 
and more satisfactory all round if mat- 
ters like these could be judged at home 
rather than calling men from H dis- 
tance whose judgment waa no better. 
Here the matter dropped, and I do not 
know to this day what paper the dep- 
uty bad reference to. Mr. Short was 
engaged as counsel and he it was who 
employed me.

There ia one tiling more to which I 


wish to refer, and then 1 am none. At 
the first trial of tho Professor Mr. Short 
introduced a number of important pa- 
pers, which were accepted by the court 
and marked ''Defendant's exhibits," 
etc. These papera were missing when 
the second trial came on, and could not 
he found at any time during the trial. 
To me this looks as if some one waa de- 
termined that the Professor should not 
have a fair trial.
